Reason 

The invention described in each item of the Scope of Patent Claims of this invention 
could have been easily devised as outlined below by a person having a normal level of 
knowledge in the technological field to which this invention belongs before the 
application was submitted. For this reason, it cannot be awarded a patent as set forth 
in the stipulations of Article 29, Section 2 of the Patent Law. 

It will be found that the descriptions in the Scope of Patent Claims in this application 
are incomplete as pointed out below, and that it cannot be awarded a patent as it does 
not satisfy the conditions set forth in Article 42, Section 4 of the Patent Law. 

(Reasons) 
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1. All sections of the Scope of Patent Claims of this application pertain to gain-variable 
digital filters, and they claim gain adjustment circuits, integrators, multipliers, selectors 
and similar components as their characteristics. However, these are things that pertain 
to digital control filters and the Cited Invention 1 (Japanese Unexamined Patent 
Application Publication H3-1241 10), which is made up of multipliers and integrators 
and to digital filter devices, and it will be judged that the party in question would have 
been able to devise this invention easily by combining them with Cited Invention 2 
(Japanese Unexamined Patent Application Publication H6-1 40876), which is made up 
of control devices, multipliers and other similar components. (Article 29, Section 2 of 
the Patent Law) 

2. In Item 1 of the range of patent claims of this application, the descriptions of the 
presumed parts, which serve as the basic, constituent components of the gain-variable 
digital filter, are unclear. It will be judged that it would be difficult to achieve the goals 
of the invention with just the gain adjusting circuit (selector, multiplier), there is no 
specific (mathematical) description of the calculation of the output value, and the 
invention is not described clearly and concisely. (Patent law Article 42, Section 4)
